Salt  Lake  Youths  Cause 
Disturbance  At  BYU

The  Brigham  Young  campus  was 
the  scene  of  a minor  skirmish  be- 
tween BYU  Security  officers  and 
21  youths  from  Salt  Lake  City  Sun- 
day evening. 

THE  YOUNG  men  driving  for- 
eign sports  cars  were  reported  to 
have  been  making  a disturbance  in 
the  back  of  Fugal  Hall  by  several 
girls  who  are  residents  of  that  hall. 
They  called  Security  and  an  officer 
was  dispatched. 

The  boys  reportedly  parked  their 
cars  in  front  of  the  hall  and  then 
went  around  to  the  back  of  the 
building  where  they  tried  to  gain 
’entry  to  the  hall  by  getting  into  the 
back  door.  One  of  the  members 
of  the  group  was  reported  to  have 
been  let  in  by  one  of  the  girls  in 
the  building. 

THE  GROUP  heard  sirens  and 
started  to  escape  but  found  their 
path  blocked  by  a security  officer’s 
car.  The  young  men  were  ordered 
out  of  their  cars,  ordered  to  pro- 
duce their  drivers  licenses  and 
were  searched. 

The  head  resident  of  Fugal  Hall 
said,  “the  boys  kicked  over  and 
broke  all  of  the  milk  bottles  and 
they  threw  and  broke  empty  beer 
and  whiskey  bottles  around  the 
building.” 

Doug  Lloyd,  a Provo  resident, 
said  that  there  were  twice  as  many 
boys  as  were  caught  but  a lot  of 
them  got  away.  He  said  that  they 
were  smoking  and  drinking  when 
thev  arrived  on  the  camnus. 


A SPOKESMAN  for  the  group 
said  that  they  “were  out  having  a 
road  rally  observing  all  of  the 
speed  limits  and  laws  and  decided 
to  come  to  BYU  to  see  if  they  could 
find  any  girls.” 

The  members  of  the  group  were 
escorted  to  the  freeway  and  in- 
struced not  to  come  back  to  Provo.

Churdi  University  Presents  Problems 


It  has  been  maintained  that  there  ife 
a basic  incongruity  in  a Church  estabfehmg 
a University,  especially  the  LDS  Church. 
The  problem  underlying  the  issue  is  the 
alleged  conflict  between  the  building  of  a 
center  of  academic  freedom  (the  university 
side)  and  providing  a wholesome  environ- 
ment for  young  people  (the  Church  side). 
Such  a merging  of  purposes  is  desirable 
and  achievable,  but  care  must  be  taken  to 
avoid  reaching  one  at  the  expense  of  the 

The  biggest  problem  is  enrollment.  The 
Church  has  a responsibility  to  all  of  her 
members  but  bringing  them  all  to 
simply  overburdens  the  University  and  thus 
renders  it  less  effective  as  an  institution  ot 
higher  learning.  Laboratory  space  so  limit- 
ed as  to  require  Saturday  and  late  evening 
labs ; rooms  too  small  for  the  class  assign- 
ed with  no  other  space  available:  teaching 
loads  so  large  as  to  prohibit  essay-type  ex- 
ams and  personal  contact;  these  examples 
are  too  prevalent.  The  students’  concern 
is  with  the  quality  of  education  they  can 
obtain.  , 

Another  problem  is  the  disproportion- 
ate number  of  freshmen  at  BYU.  Much  of 
the  talent  and  resource  is  spent  coordinat- 
ing and  teaching  freshmen,  many  of  whom, 
as  the  statistics  indicate,  do  not  finish  their 
education  anyway.  The  Junior  College  plan 
has  considerable  merit  as  it  would  provide 
a good  social  environment  as  well  as  a more 
personalized  education,  but  little  has  been 


done  about  it.  Isn’t  this  another  example 
of  conflicting  goals  and  the  methods. 

The  problem  of  academic  freedom  has 
been  handled  very  well,  but  could  become 
acute  very  easily  as  it  has  in  some  areas. 
In  order  to  improve  and  insure  the  quality 
of  faculty,  the  Church  must  not  exploit  an 
individual’s  devotion  to  the  Gospel  in  order 
to  make  up  other  shortages  in  employment 
situations.  Scholars  and  teachers  of  meiit 
require  appropriate  compensation.  Conver- 
sely, teaching  should  be  evaluated  on  pei- 
formance,  not  religion.  A business  arrange- 
ment should  be  achieved. 

These  problems  are  vital  to  the  -stu- 
dent. He  sees  only  his  own  education,  not 
the  average  statistic.  An  upper-diyision 
class  in  one’s  major  field  of  study  with  200 
students  enrolled  discourages  the  learning 
process.  Such  an  education  can  be  neither 
personalized  nor  concentrated,  and  thus  not 
adequate.  Without  consideration  of  these 
problems  a university  produces  only  masses 
of  students  in  a uniform  dull  shade  of  gi'ay, 
not  individuals  technically  trained  and  soc- 
ially prepared  to  assume  a significant  place 
in  society. 

In  achieving  its  goal  of  proper  en- 
vironment the  Church  has  sometimes  un- 
intentionally obscured  its  goal  of  good  edu- 
cation. It  is  also  a primary  duty  of  the 
Church  to  provide  those  whom  it  has  al- 
ready enrolled  in  its  educational  program 
the  best  education  available.

Jets  Pound 
North  Viet 
Regiment 

SAIGON,  (AP)  - Screaming 
over  mountaintops,  U.S.  Marine 
and  Air  Force  jets  pounded  a 
North  Vietnamese  regiment  hold- 
ing the  Ashau  Special  Forces 
Camp  Monday,  apparently  silenc- 
ing its  antiaircraft  defenses  des- 
pite the  heaviest  groundfire  yet 
encountered  in  South  Viet  Nam. 

OFFICIALS  IN  Saigon  said  no 
U.S.  planes  were  lost  and  that  the 
bombing  and  strafing  attacks  on 
the  Laotian  border  camp  destroy- 
ed one  building  and  knocked  out 
five  mortar  positions.  Heavy  anti- 
aricraft  fire  at  the  outset  of  the 
air  strikes  fizzled  toward  the  end 
and  most  of  the  North  Vietna- 
mese were  believed  to  have  scut- 
tled back  into  the  neutrality  of 
Laos. 

With  war  action  elsewhere  con- 
tinuing to  ebb,  there  were  these 
other  developments: 

—Following  up  the  execution 
Monday  of  wealthy  businessman 
as  an  economic  saboteur,  Sai- 
gon’s special  anticorruption  tri- 
bunal sentenced  a former  official 
to  death  on  charges  of  embezzl- 
ing $104,000  in  public  funds.

The  main  purpose  of  Humphrey’s 
statement  during  a television-radio 
interview  Sunday  on  NBC’s  “Meet 
the  Press”  program  was  said  to 
relate  to  the  continuing  debate  here 
oyer  Johnson  administration  poli- 
cies in  the  Vietnamese  war  and  the 
Asian  conflict  generally  . 

THE  WHITE  House  denied  Mon- 
day that  Humphrey  was  revealing 
any  significant  change  or  switch 
in  United  States  policy  toward 
China  and  said  rather  that  what 
he  was  doing  was  trying  to  empha- 
size a “flexible  attitude  of  mind” 
on  this  issue  which  “the  adminis- 
tration . . . has  always  maintain- 
ed.” 

Sen.  J.  W.  Fulbright,  D-Ark., 
whose  Foreign  Relations  Commit- 
tee has  been  holding  hearings  on 
Johnson  administration  administra- 
tion policy  in  southeast  Asia,  was 
asked  after  a Chicago  speech  Mon- 
day if  developments  indicated  there 
might  be  a change  in  U.S.  policy 
toward  Red  China.  He  replied  that 
he  didn’t  know. 

FULBRIGHT  endorsed  the  idea 
of  containing  Red  China  on  grounds 
that  no  country  can  be  permitted 
to  “run  loose,”  but  whether  the 
Chinese  should  be  excluded  from 
contact  and  trade  with  other  na- 
tions is  another  matter,  he  added.

Troubles  Snag  Gemini  Flight; 
Launch  Scheduled  Wednesday 


CAPE  KENNEDY,  Fla.,  (AP)- 
Troubles  struck  the  Gemini  8 rend- 
ezous  and  spacewalk  mission  Mon- 
day, forcing  a delay  in  the  specta- 
cular space  doubleheader  until 
Wednesday  or  later. 

OFFICIALS  POSTPONED  the 
historic  three-day  flight  from  Tues- 
day after  technicians  ran  across  a 
leak  in  the  spacecraft’s  environ- 
ment system  and  discovered  vola- 
tile fuel  loose  inside  a 66-foot  atlas 
rocket. 

The  Atlas  is  to  blast  an  Agena 
rocket  into  orbit  for  Gemini  8’s 
astronauts,  Neil  Armstrong  and 
David  Scott,  to  chase  and  catch 
for  man’s  first  try  at  hitching  two 
vehicles  together  in  space. 

AFTER  THE  problems  cropped 
up,  the  flight  was  officially  reset 
for  Wednesday,  but  the  possibility 
of  an  even  longer  delay  arose  dur- 
ing the  afternoon  with  a decision  to 
replace  Gemini  8’s  entire  environ- 
mental control  system. 

Workers  switched  the  faulty  sy- 
stem with  the  one  from  Gemini  9, 
a spacecraft  not  due  for  flight  until 
probably  sometine  in  May. 

“Project  officials  said  a decision 
on  whether  the  dual  launch  would 
be  attempted  Wednesday  or  later 


NATO  Partners 
Consider  Move 
Against  France 

PARIS,  (AP)— France’s  partners 
in  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty  Or- 
ganization met  without  her  Mon- 
day to  consider  a common  feeling 
that  Charles  De  Gaulle’s  demands 
have  shaken  the  alliance. 

THE  PERMANENT  representa- 
tives of  the  14  countries  met  for 
more  than  three  hours  to  discuss 
De  Gaulle’s  insistence  that  U.S. 
and  Canadian  forces  leave  France, 
along  with  NATO  Supreme  Military 
Headquarters. 

“There  was  complete  agreement 
on  the  importance  all  attach  to 
NATO  and  its  continuation,”  one 
source  said. 

ALL  14  WERE  said  to  be  agreed 
that  DeGaulle’s  views  on  NATO 
are  a matter  of  joint  concern.  There 
seemed  to  be  a sentiment  among 
some  that  there  should  be  no  hasty 
effort  to  take  a position.  One  source 
said: 

“De  Gaulle  did  not  specify  any 
deadline  in  the  memoranda  dis- 
tributed last  week  and  we  are  in- 
clined to  wait  for  his  next  move.” 

It  was  expected  that  the  per- 
manent representatives  would  con- 
sult their  governments  and  meet 
again  later  this  week. 

Concern  over  De  Gaulle’s  action 
was  expressed  elsewhere.  British 
Foreign  Secretary  Michael  Stewart 
declared  France’s  military  with- 
drawal strikes  “at  the  whole  inte- 
grated system  of  defense  upon 
which  the  security  of  the  west  and 
the  freedom  of  mankind  depends.”

After  graduating  from  BYU,  Ses- 
sions attended  New  York  Univer- 
sity and  later  obtained  a DBA  de- 
gree from  Harvard.  He  joined  the 
BYU  faculty  in  1961.
